Reason for allowance 

Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be 
found or was not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter 
not found was a brace having a strap structure including a first portion 
extending in a generally longitudinal direction, said structure defining a 
through slit extending diagonally through the strap first portion at an angle 
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a between 40° and 50° relative to said longitudinal direction, said strap 
second portion extending through the strap first portion via said slit, and 
folded at the slit to extend downwardly and normal to said longitudinal 
direction and at one side of the ankle, then underfoot, and then upwardly at 
the opposite side of the ankle for operative attachment with said first 
portion in use, in combination with the other elements (or steps) of the 
brace and method recited in the claims.
